Silvassa, the 23rd March 1984 

No. ADM/LAW/298(X)/83.—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by clauses (a) and (b) of Section-111 A of the 
Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (No. 4 of 1939), the Administra¬ 
tor, Dadra and Nagar Havcli makes the following rules fur¬ 
ther to amend the Union Territory of Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli Motor Accidents Claims Tribunal Rules, 1978, the 
same having been previously published (Vide Govt, of India 
Gazette Part-Ill, Section 3 dated 21st lanuary 1984) as 
required by Sub-Section (1) of Section 133 of the said Act, 
namely :— 

1. These rules may be called the Union Territory of Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli Motor Accidents Claims Tribunal 
(Amendment) Rules, 1984. 

2. In the Union Territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli 
Motor Accidents Claims Tribunal Rules, 1978 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said rules) after rule 25, the following 
rule shall be inserted, namely :— 

26 : Procdenre for claim under Chapter VTI-A of the 
Act : — 

Notwithstanding anything contained in rules 3 to 23, ex¬ 
cept rule 21, of the said rules, in the case of a claim under 
Chapter VIT-A of the Act, the procedure shall be us under : — 

(1) An application for compensation in the case of claim 
under this rule shall be in Form CWF. 

(2) The fees payable by the claimant alongwith an appli¬ 
cation for claim shall be rupees ten. 

(3) The Claims Tribunal shall follow the procedure of 
summary trial as contained in the Code of Criminal Proce¬ 
dure, 1973 (No. 2 of 1974) for the purpose of adjudicating 
and awarding the claim. 

(4) The Claims Tribunal shall not reject any application 
made under this rule on the ground of any technical fault 
but shall give notice to the applicant and get the defect 
rectified. 

(5) The Claims Tribunal shah give notice to the owner 
ymd the insurer, if any, of the vehicle involved in the accident 
directing them to appear on a date not later than 15 days 
from the date of issue of notice. The date so fixed for such 
appearances shall also be not later than 15 days from the 
receipt of the claim application filed by the claimant. The 
Tribunal shall state in such notice that In case they fail to 
appear on such appointed date the Tribunal will proceed 
cx-parte on the presumption that they have no contention to 
make against the award of compensation. 

(6) The Claims Tribunal shall obtain whatever informa¬ 
tion necessary from the Police, medical and other authorities 
and proceed to award the claim whether the parties who ere 
given notice appear or not on the appointed date.

(7) The Claims Tribunal shall proceed tp award the claim 
on the basis of :— 

(i) Registration certificate of the motor vehicle involv¬ 
ed in the accident, 

(ii) Insurance certificate or policy relating to the insur¬ 
ance of the vehicle against Third Party Risks, 

(iii) Copy of first information report. 

(iv) Post mortem certificate or certificate of injury from 
the Medical Officer. 

(v) The nature of the treatment given by the Medical 
Officer who has examined the victim. 

(8) Tire Claims Tribunal shall dispose off an application 
of compensation under this rule within a period of forty- 
fiVe days from the date of receipt of such application. 

(9) Where the Claims Tribunal feels that the actual pay¬ 
ment to the claimant is likely to take time because of the 
identification and the fixation of the legal heirs of the 
deceased the Claims Tribunal may call for the amount of 
compensation awarded to be deposited with the Tribunal and 
then proceed with the identification of the legal heirs for 
deciding the payment of compensation to each of the legal 
heirs.
